The writer called on a number of prom- 


inent physicians and asked them if, among 
their patients, they had many who Imag- 
ined they had diseases which they did not 
hare. 
Borne very interesting information 


was obtained. The doctors said it was 
found to bo a very common trouble, and 
thatj tho chief diseases these people im- 
agine they have are cancer, heart disease 
and Briglit's disease. In the language of 
the profession, the complaint Is known as 
hypochondriasis. 


It was found that the disease is often 


epidemic. At tho timo of Gen. Grant's 
sickness and death from cancer of the 
throat, and during the illnesa of the late 
Kaiser Fricdrich, hundreds of people with 
nothing serious at all the matter with 
them called upon Dr. Shrady, who attend- 
ed Gen. Grant, and told him they had can- 
cer of tho throat coming ou and wished 
to be treated for it. 


One celebrated physician, who mado n 


special study of tho diseasa, said that it 
was worthy of note that In all these oases 
tho patient reasons correctly—that is, he 
draws just inferences from tho error. 
Thus the Prince of Bourbon, when he 
supposed himself to be a plant, reasoned 
justly when ho insisted upon being 
watered with the rest of the plants erery 
day. In like manner, the hypochondriac 
who supposes himself to be dead reasons 
with the 
same correctness when ho 


stretches his body nml limbs on the bed 
or a board nncl assumes the stillness and 
silence of a dead man. 
, 


Tho fnllmving is from the records of 


one of the Xew York hospital's house 
surgeons: 


"It was ou July G that u man of small 


stature, who was found afterwards to be 
a shoemaker by trade, who was apparent- 
ly about -10 years of age, escaped from his 
home null was running at largo In the 
streets of thn city, lacerating his flesh 
and beating his head against tho sides of 
houses. 
A number of citizens managed 


to capture lilni, and thev brought him to 
tho hospital, followed by a big crowd. 
With Jiis arms tied behind him, and in 
the greatest agony, his face bruised and 
swollen, his lips 
torn to pieces and 


streaming with blood, ho was ushered 
into the hospital by those who had him in 
charge.. I met them at tho.door and in- 
quired into the ca.so. 
Tho man woe eager 


to tell his ov.-n story, but with difficulty 
collected v/ords to convey it. 
His lan- 


guago was copious, but his agitation so 
great that ho could hardly utter n sen- 
tence, being interrupted by constant 
effort:) to tear his lips to pieces. Those 
with him knew nothing except that they 
had prevented him from beating out hia 
own brains. 
At length he conveyed the 


information v.-here his distress was, and 
upou which his mind was deluded. In 
his upper lip he said there was a worm 
gnawing hla flesh and penetrating into 
his body, End unless he could tear It out 
the worm would soon bo beyond his reach 
and inevitably destroy him. This was 
tho cause of his misery. Ho was assured 
of tho possibility of relief, and with a 
smiling countenance I patted him on the 
shoulder and bado him no longer be un- 
easy, for I would cut out tho worm. 
His 


eves sparkled, and In an Instant hb re- 
plied, 'Will you? Do it then. Do it, 
quick, for God's sake.' 


"Ho was urged not. to despair, for I 


was now readv to remove tho insect prey- 
ing upon his flesh. Accordingly, we went 
to the cells of the maniacs. 
AT tien being 


seated ho fixed himself for the operation. 
I paraded sis lancets on the table before 
him. By making n display of this ftnd 
other preparations and sending for assist- 
ance ho became composed, waiting with 
patience the result. In the meantime I 
had sent in search of tho worm. Tho 
person sent, being unsuccessful, stayed 
too long and I hurried out the door and 
picked from the ground one of the large 
worms or eutcrpulars which Infested the 
poplar trees tit that tiuio and had fallen 
from the trees by tho door. 
One end of 


tho insect had been Iroddon upon, and it 
was nearly dead. 
This I got, and on re- 


turning fom.d my patient's uneasiness 
increased. 
I!nt upou seeing rao take the 


instruments ho fixed himself In the chair 
and requested my assistants, tho apoth- 
ecary m;il th" orderly man, to hold his 
hands lest he should start while tinder 
pain of the cutting Instrument. 


"With a lancet the operation was begun. 


I pricked his lip with It, which mado him 
ilinch a little. 
Ho accordingly leaned 


back Ills head firmly against the person 
who stood behind him, and shut his eyes 
tightlv, r.ud thus fixed ho bore- the re- 
peated pricks of the instrument with 
steadiness and fortitude. 
After pinching 


his lip with uno hand and wounding it 
with the other, I cut off u portion o' the 
upper lip which ho had torn with his 
nails aud which was pendulous. I now 
assured him that the operation was nearly 
completed, for the head of tho worm could 
be seen. The bystanders cried out: "There 
it is! there it is! Ho raised eyes to eec, 
but was cautioned to be still for one min- 
uto : longer, at which he again shut his 
eyes. I then gave him a severe pinch, 
drew tlio edge of tho lancet across the 
lacerated lip, nnd exclaiming, 'I've got 
him,' opened ciy hand uud exposed the 
great wurni. 


"Tho man ro^e from his seat and gazed 


at the worm with astonishment beyond 
utterance. At length he spoke and re- 
quested n;e t 'preserve it, for, he observed 
with tranqr.illi'y, hi.s friends had said he 
was crazy, but this would be an evidence 
tu til,1 ei'iiiriU-y.

First ImpreisiOM of St. Petenbnrf—IU 


rnhcaltli}- Position—Coarseness of the 
Lower Clmsej—The Droska »nd Its B«T- 
erent Driver—At Chunih. 


Tho first impression of tha traveler on 


pproftchtng St. Petersburg is of wonder 
at its size and its position. On every side 
stretches of what ia apparently a low, flat 
marsh, covered with innumerable build- 
ings; tlie strangest place for a city ever 
:hoBen by the obstinate will of mac, seek- 
ing to dispense with all natural advan- 
tages. Peter the Great chose it, it ia said, 
us being "a window looking out upon 
Europ»," bat surely a site might havo 
been found with an equal outlook »nd a less 
dfiiolato and fatal position. Unlike Stock- 
holm, which IB likewise surrounded by 
water, but which sits on hex rocky thrones 
like a queen above tho dangerous element, 
St. Petersburg lies helplessly 
at its 


mercy. In autumn, when the Neva is 
rougn and stormy, and in spring, when 
the ice is breaking up, the danger is 
greatest. The waves rise to the level of 
the stieets, the numerous canals overflow; 
guns from the fortress aro constantly 
fired to warn the people of their peril, 
while tho inhabitants seek the upper 
stories of their houses and the police pre- 
pare boat* for rescue. Another conse- 
quence of tills marshy iitu»tion is its un- 
heilthlness, The lewage is not properly 
carried off, tho water ia undrtnkable, and 
dysentery and similar diseases prevail 
whenuver the friendly frost ia not present 
to t- 
everything to ice. Peter the 


Great did not build his capital In ignor- 
ance of what ho was doing. 
He laid its 


foundation upon human lives. For many 
years 40,OftO men were annually drafted 
from all portions of his empire to work in. 
thia poisonous marsh. Every cart and 
vessel entering the port was obliged to 
bring a certain number of stones to pave 
its streets, and hundreds of thousands of 
wooden piles were buried in Its depths. 
Soil was also brought in in great quanti- 
ties to raise the level of the place, aud 
maaslvo granite quays built along the 
rapid river, but nothing has availed to 
prevent disastrous Inundations, seven or 
eight ot which aro particularly mentioned 
since the- foundations were laid in 1708. 
At ono time the river rose thirteen feet. 


But it is not only the want of elevation 


aud of plctureequenees that is depressing 
to tho vibitor; it is no lees the wide deao- 
lutiun cf the vast open spaces of the city. 
From tho busy moving multitudes and 
crowded quays of Stockholm we have 
come to quiot and doeorted squares, end 
iorjS rows of Immense buildings, mo 
uot-onou3 grandeur and regularity. It is 
ovide-nt tha^ thero aro not enough people 
to till its streota, and it is a positive re- 
lief to enter tho few thoroughfares whero 
business tind life is centered, such as the 
Xevsky Prospect. 
Of course, in winter, 


when the court is here and tho richest 
citizuns come in from thoir hummer homes 
in Finland and the islands, when the 
bleighing la lively and all tho gayetiee of 
tho season i;i vogue-, St. Petersburg would 
show tn much greater advantage. 


We hud been told that the contrasts of 


luxury end poverty on the streets would 
be most painful, and we expected to meet 
beggary on overy hand, but such has not 
proved to be- tho case. There aro always 
beggars at tho cJiurch doors, but seldom 
elsewhere, itud poverty is by no means so 
obvious aud distressing as iu many cities. 
It is not tho poverty, but the coarseness, 
almost brutality, in the lower olaese&that 
impress's you most vividly. Tho men 
that }ou meet in their sordid raga or 
their undressed sheepskins sesm not to 
need noi desiro any better raiment. 
It is 


suitable to them. Wild of face, with 
long, tangled 
hah-, aud inexpressibly 


dirty, lit*mi half drunk, but never scring- 
ing, 
you shrink from rather than pity 


them. Tho pictuiea drawn by Tolstoi are 
seen to bo fearfully realistic. The women 
urn lets forbidding, but with little intelli- 
gence or guod humor. Actually I have 
never been a bmile nor heard a laugh in

Tooth Pulling by Electricity. 


Boston people nowadays have their su- 


perfluous teeth drawn by means of elec- 
tricity. Inasmuch aa all new ideas in the 
arts and sciences are spread from this en- 
lightened metropolis originally, and from 
hence extended over the country, there is 
little doubt that sooner or later this new 
method will supersede laughingfgas and 
ether in other big cities of the Union. 
The process in question is very simple, 
scarce any apparatus being required be- 
yond an ordinary two cell battery, with 
vibrator attachment. This attachment is 
a thin strip of metal, fastened at the euds: 
which is made, to vibrate a thousand or 
more times per second by the electric cur- 
rent. At each vibration the circuit is cut 
off and renewed again, the effect being to 
give a perfectly steady flow of the mys- 
terious fluid. In order to make sure that 
the flow is quite satisfactory the operator 
tunes the machine—assisted by a little 
reed tunhig pipe—until the strip of metal 
sings "A." So far, so good. 


Now to the battery are attached three 


wires. Two of them have handles at the 
ends, and the third is hitched to a for- 
ceps. Tho patient in the chair is given 
handle to hold in each hand, and the cu 
rent Is turned on gradually until it be- 
comes painful. Then he is told to grasp 
tho handles as strongly as possible, tho 
electricity—having been switched off for 
a moment—is turned on again suddenly, 
and the dental surgeon applies his forceps 
simultaneously to the tootk The Instant 
tho molar Is touched, it, as well as the 
parts surrounding, becomes electrified anc 
absolutely Insensible to pain. . When it is 
•withdrawn from tho socket, the subjecl 
of the operation feels not,the slightesl 
disagreeable sensation. A jerk and the 
tooth is out, the patient drops the handles 
and the affair is over.—Boston Cor. Globe 
Democrat. 


Making; Fine Grade Candles. 


The process of making the "cream" is 


identical in both wholesale and retail es 
tablishments. 
Confectioners' sugar is 


first boiled until it becomes a thick 
waxy syrup. It is then turned out on 
slabs and allowed to partially cool. It 
the retail establishments it is then worked 
with wooden paddles until tho grain is so 
stretched that tho mass is resolved into a 
soft, snowy compound, ready for tho 
flavors or to be mixed with fruit or nuts 
In the wholesale factories ICO pounds o: 
clear syrup is turned out on a slab at one 
time. When it has cooled enough to work 
a candyniaker stations himself at either 
end. 
fio 
holds a common garden spade 


Together tho two workers turn aud turn 
the hardening sugar until it is white. 
Then It is packed away in big iron recep 
tacles and covered with heavy, wet cloths 
to kcc-p it from hardening, 


Tliia cream is the basis of all the finest 


grade candies in tho market. It is In the 
manufacture of this cream that dealers 
havo revolutionized methods and brought 
that of America to the highest standard 
in the world. Candy is not made in sucl' 
vast quantities iu any other land. Tho 
famous confections of the Orient aro not 
to be compared, cither iu quality or quan 
tity, with those of the United States.
